Highway Users 
Taxes Now Added 
To City Coffers 

State Controller Kenneth 
Cory has announced the dis- 
tri b u t i on of $57,726,470 
among the state, cities and 
counties as the October ap¬ 
portionment of hig h w a y 
users taxes. 

Los Angeles County’s share 
was $3,666,794, • and Sierra 
Madre’s share was $7,454. 

A total of $14,675,072 went 
directly to the counties; 
$11,031,372 to cities; $31,990,- 
026 for expenditures on State 
highways; and $30,000 to the 
Bicycle Lane Account. 

The total apportionment 
was derived from the follow¬ 
ing sources: gasoline tax, 
$53,143,099; diesel fuel tax, 
$4,582,110; and miscellaneous, 
$1,261. 

The total available for the 
October aportiionment was 
$19,725,250 less than that for 
the preceding month. The 
gasoline tax was $18,699,785 
less than the September 
figures. The diesel fuel tax 
was $1,023,645 less than that 
for September. 

The distribution was $8,- 
335,683 less than that for the 
same month last year. The 
October 1977 gasoline tax 
distribution was $100,022 
more than in October 1976.

The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis, 

Chairman, United Organizations of Taxpayers 

The California Association of Manufacturers invited 
myself and Willie Brown (D) chairman of the State 
Assembly Committee on Revenue and Taxation to ad¬ 
dress them on the tax problems of California at their 
statewide meeting in San Diego on Monday last. It was 
a well-attended convention. 

Assemblyman Brown said the reason the legislature 
did not enact any tax relief, or tax reform measures this 
session, was that the tax toll became a political fight 
between several factions in the legislature who could 
not agree o,n .anything. He said it was a political fight, 
not a tax program. He said there would not be a special 
session like Governor Brown wants, and said if there 
was, it would not result in anything anyway. 

He said the public employees unions were powerful 
enough to block any tax reform bills, and that this power 
would remain through the next session. He said the sit¬ 
uation was so hopeless he left Sacramento and went to 
China during the session. 

In reply I said I had heard almost that same speech 
from legislatures for 20 years. It h,as always been, wait 
till next year, then we will do something. Next year they 
do something, they raise the taxes. 

I said Assemblyman Brown told the truth about one 
thing, but not the whole truth. The power of public em¬ 
ployee unions is just like h,e said, however, he did not 
tell the audience that public employee unions contributed 
the major portion of the campaign' money to 117 out of 
120 state legislators in the 1974 campaign. I said this 
contributed money was why the public employee unions 
had the power over the legislature. I had the list of these 
contributors for every legislator, and what do you know, 
Assemblyman Brown was on the list for $i,500. I quoted 
State Treasurer, Jesse Unruh. "Money Is The Mother’s 
Milk of Politics.” One minute of loud silence. 

I then discussed the property tax limit amendment 
as the only possible way to keep property taxes from 
going up another 100 per cent. I told the audience we 
had until November 25, 1977 to get the signatures. Ninety 
per cent of the people in the audience took petitions to 
circulate and sign. You can do the same, and get peti¬ 
tions by calling 936-4982, or sign them at the office 
of the Sierra Madre News. You had better do it be¬ 
cause the home you save will be your own, or would you 
rather do nothing and be a well-plucked duck? 

Opponents of the present Jarvis-Gann amendment to 
limit property taxes are busy spreading two lies about 
the amendment. One is that we are already over the 
top on signatures and no one need sign the petition now. 
In fact we need 200,000 more signatures at least and must 
have them by November 25, 1977. 

The second lie being spread is that if we pass this 
amendment, it will do away with th.e present property 
tax exemption for senior citizens. There is nothing at all 
in the amendment to do this. These senior citizens exemp¬ 
tions are already statutory and the Jarvis - Gann amend¬ 
ment does not affect this law at all. 

There seems to be .no limit to which the “high, tax 
gougers” will not go to defeat any measure to help the 
people Who pay the taxes. The people by their constant 
votes have asked for everything they are now getting. 
Unless the people qualify the Jarvis - Gann amendment 
th extortion will get bigger and the confiscation will in¬ 
crease every day. In this connection, and to help your¬ 
self, if you do not call 936-4982 it may turn out. to be 
the most important telephone number you ever failed to 
call. 

EDITOR’S NOTE — We have plenty of blanks in the 
Sierra Madre New s Office that must be signed by Novem¬ 
ber 25. As editor of your newspaper, I frankly say, I do 
not know What will be soubstituteid for the present prop¬ 
erty taxes that you and I pay.I am definite in the belief 
that if we the people d 0 not do something, they will go 
higher and higher ...

Th.en we 
will have the time to evaluate all of the conditions sur¬ 
rounding its enactment and what the State will do in 
Case we do vote it into law, and what will happen if 
we do not vote it into law . . . Signing the petition does 
not make it a law ... it merely puts it on the ballot 
for a vote in June and plenty of discussion between now 
and then. The Legislature in its closing session made it 
loud and clear that they are not going to do anything. 
We have to make the move, and in making this move 
it may do the job that is needed . . . REDUCTION IN 
SPENDING. They may find themselves in the same boat 
as you and I ... NO FUNDS WILL STOP SPENDING, 
I hope.

Sr. Citizens May Postpone 
77-78 Personal Property Tax 


Property tax postponement 
claims forms are beifl g 
mailed this week to more 
than 400,000 senior citizen 
homeowners by the State 
Franchise Tax Board. 

Forms and instructions are 
going to every California 
homeowmer who has in the 
past filed a claim for Sen¬ 
ior Citizens Property Tax As¬ 
sistance, according to Ray 
Mills, department opera¬ 
tions officer. 

While tax postponement is 
a new program and is not 
directly related to the Sen¬ 
ior Citizens Property Tax 
Assistance program, we be¬ 
lieve that many of those 
who receive assistance may 
also be interested- in post¬ 
ponement, Mills said. 

There are significant dif¬ 
ferences in: the two pro¬ 
grams. Homeowners may 
qualify for both assistance 
and postponement, but they 
also have the option of using 
one or the other, Mills said. 

Postponement enables the 
homeowner to defer payment 
cf property taxes but will 
result in a lien being placed 
on the home for the amount 
Of the taxes postponed. Prop¬ 
erty tax assistance results in 
a rebate for Dart of the orop- 
the homeowner being given 
erly taxes, hut no lien is 
placed on the home. 

The filing period for post¬ 
ponement will end on Jan¬ 
uary 31, 1978, and qualified 
owners may postpone both 
the first and second install¬ 
ments of their 1977-78 resi¬ 
dential property taxes. 

Irv fact, during this first 
year of the new law, owners 
also may postpone payment 
of any past due taxes, penal¬ 
ties, or interest, Mills said. 

If the homeowner is also 
eligible for senior citizens 
property tax assistance and 
files during the usual May 
15 through August 31, 1978, 
filing period, the assistance 
will be first applied to re¬ 
duce the lien against the 
property because of post¬ 
ponement. Any assistance in 
excess cf the amount of the 
lien will be paid directly to 
the homeowner, Mills said. 

Enacted during the final 
days of the 1977 legislative 
session, the property tax 
postponement law requires 


the owner to have at least 
a 20 per cent equity in the 
home, be 62 years or older 
as of December 31, 1976, oc¬ 
cupy the home, receive a 
separate tax bill, and have a 
homeowners’ exemption on 
the property, and a total 
household income of less 
than $20,000. 

Mills said that more in¬ 
formation may be obtained 
from any local office of the 
Franchise Tax Board or by 
writing to SenioT Citizens 
Programs, P.O. Box 1588, 
Sacramento, CA 95807.
